CMDR. Russell Corrects 
Biographic Information; 
Delighted with 'Day'

COMMANDER Kay Russell talked to his 


mother, Mrs. Gertrude Russell of Corsicana, 
by telephone this morning and tidied up some 
items of information about his background 
bandied about by exuberant friends and neigh- 
bors and the press. 


But he is delighted with the idea of a "Kay 


Russell Day" in his "hometown", and he is 
looking forward to seeing old friends, Mrs. 
Russell reported to The Daily Sun. 


Yes, he is a Navy commander—has been for 


about four years. He was promoted from 
lieutenant commander while he was still in a 
jungle prison in North Vietnam, and he may not 
have known of the promotion until he arrived at 
Clark Air Force Base in the 
Philippines 


following his release last month, his mother 
thinks. (She knew about the promotion, but 
' she's been on "Cloud Nine" so much since word 
was received that Kay was coming home, she 
just hadn't thought to correct the title used in 
news stories.) 


AND KAY WAS "FLATTERED" about being 


called a graduate of Navarro Junior College— 
but he isn't. 


He went immediately into Rice University 


after graduation from Corsicana High School in 
1952. 


In a way, though, he can be considered an 


"ex" of NJC, since he often practiced with the 
NJC band while he was a high school student. 
Always a musical enthusiast, he even played 
with the NJC band at football games. 


"One of the Garden Club members called and 


said they wanted to plant a tree at NJC in honor 
of Kay," Mrs. Russell told The Sun, "and I told 
her he wasn't a graduate but he would certainly 
be honored." 


Asked how Kay is "getting along" on 


American soil for the first time in seven years, 
Mrs. Russell reported the long-time prisoner of 
war is in "great shape". He is taking treat- 
ments for an allergy—in fact, he was due for a 
medical appointment in eight minutes as he got 
in one of his frequent telephone conversations 
with his mother—but he is otherwise fine. 


Of the "psychological adjustment" for which 


massive groundwork was laid by the military 
authorities and about which many observers 
had considerable fears for such long-term 
prisoners, Mrs. Russell agreed that Kay's 
adjustment had been speedy and effective. 


"IT WAS AN EMOTIONAL THING for the 


first four or five days, though," she admits, 
recalling that members of the family had to 
keep reminding themselves 
they weren't 


dreaming in the first days following Kay's 
release. 


She spent a month with Kay and his family 


(wife Kay and two children), and Kay's brother 
Charles and his family of Andrews, Tex., 
stayed in California about a week. 


What's next for Kay? 
Following the visit in Corsicana during the 


week of May 14—when he will be honored by 
friends and neighbors and local institutions 
during "Kay Russell Day" May 15—there are 
trips planned to Houston and to his wife's home 
in Iowa. 


When his medical analysis and treatment is 


completed, he will begin a 90-day furlough. 


A veteran of 17 years in the Navy this July, he 


intends to stay in the service and would like to 
continue work on a doctor of philosophy degree. 
In addition to his bachelor's degree from Rice, 
he holds a master's degree in "operations 
analysis" from the Naval school at Monterrey, 
Calif. 


He would like to take up the study of history. 
But, in the meantime, he's looking forward to 


the Corsicana homecoming the second week of 
May. 


And he's much too busy enjoying his new- 


found freedom to be worried about a few flaws 
in biographical data. 
Collins Scholarships 
Hopefuls Meet Tonight

Corsicana High School students applying for 


James L. Collins Scholarships are scheduled to 
be interviewed by the CISD board of trustees at 
Z:30 p.m. tonight at the CHS Commons, ac- 
cording to Joe Seale, administrator of the 
Collins Scholarship Fund. 


Seale said this is a meeting of the students 


with the board and not until after the Collins 
scholars are selected will a meeting with 
students and parents be held. 


At tonight's meeting, "things will be 


discussed relative to their college plans, 
provisions of the scholarship, policies of the 
scholarship...It's just another step in the 
board's selection process," he told The Daily 
Sun. 


Seale said 75 students have applied for the 


scholarships this year—about four or five more 
than applied last year. He said he does not 
know how many scholarships will be granted or 
how much money is available for scholarships 
this year; it will be up to the board of trustees to 
study 'the scholarship fund investments and 
decide how much money is available. 


Amounts of the scholarships in the past have 


been $1,200 for a full year scholarship and $600 
for a half-year scholarship, Seale said, adding 
that a CHS senior must rank in the upper one- 
third of his class to be considered for the 
scholarship. 


"Once he is eligible gradewise, such things as 


family finance, the youngster's citizenship at 
CHS, things he's taken leadership in ... like 
Student Council and athletics" are all con- 
sidered in granting the scholarships, he said, 
but financial need is one of the major factors. 
' Seale said the board does not give con- 
sideration as to whether an applicant is black 
or white. 
. 


Conditions for receiving and keeping the 


scholarships which will be pointed out to 
students will include things "expected of them 
in the way of citizenship...grades...conduct in 
college...what provisions he's made to take 
care of his college expenses above and beyond 
what the scholarship provides for," and other 
factors. He said the board attempts to "sin- 
cerely establish those who really want to go to 
college" and who know why they want to go to 
college and what they want to major in.

Corsicana 
traffic 
laws 


prohibit making a right turn on 
a red signal light after stopping, 
but that will be different for 
Corsicana and other Texas 
cities after Aug. 26 when a new 
state law becomes effective, 
Police Chief Don Massey said. A 
local radio station program 
erroneously indicated the new 
law was already in effect. 


Under the City of Corsicana 


Traffic Code adopted July 21, 
1964, the City prohibited right 
turns on red at intersections 
controlled by "red and green" 
stop and go signals under 
authority of state law then in 
existence. 


The section dealing with this 


regulation in the Code, Sec. 18- 
27 Traffic Control 
Signal 


Legend, sub-section (c) Red 
Alone or "Stop," stipulates that 
vehicular 
traffic facing the 


"red" signal shall stop before 
entering the crosswalk 
and 


shall remain standing 
until 


green or 'GO' is shown alone." 


One of the first bills of 


statewide significance to pass 
the 63rd Session of the Texas 
Legislature and be signed by 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe March 8 
was one introduced by Rep. 
Charles Tupper of El Paso. 


It makes legal right turns on 


red lights unless otherwise 
prohibited by law. 


Chief Massey said state law 


supercedes Corsicana's or- 
dinance (traffic code), but as he 
understands the new bill— 
although he hasn't received a 
copy of it—it authorizes a city to 
pass an ordinance prohibiting 
right turns on red. The City 
would have to put up signs at the 
particular intersection spelling 
out "No Right Turn On Red," he 
said. 


Corsicana has 26 intersections 


regulated by "stop and go" 
traffic control signal lights. 
These are at intersections in the 
downtown business district 
(Main, Beaton and Commerce 
streets), and along State High- 
way 31 (East and West Seventh 
Avenues), State Highway 22 
(parallelling 15th Street bet- 
ween West Seventh and West 
Second Avenues and along 
Second Avenue from North 15th 
Street west) and on U.S. High- 
way 75 (Seventh Street). 


Chief Massey said after Aug. 


26 when the new state law 
becomes effective, "and we 
have a chance to see how it 
works, it might be necessary to 
put up special signs prohibiting 
right turns after stopping on a 
red signal if this becomes a 
traffic problem." 


The City Commission would 


have to spell this out and 
authorize installation of such 
signs. Chief Massey said it is his 
understanding of the new law 
that without signs being posted 
traffic would be free to make 
the turns as long as drivers 
exercise due caution and don't 
interfere with traffic moving on 
a graen light or pedestrians in a 
crosswalk. 


Until the new state law goes 


into effect, he reminded the 
public it is still "against the 
law" in Corsicana to make a 
right turn on red.

Joe Lindsey, superintendent of 


the 
Corsicana 
Independent 


School District, said this morning 
the Department 
of Health, 


Education and Welfare has 
notified the local school system 
that final approval of any ap- 
plication to that department for 
federal funds for new programs 
and activities has been ordered 
deferred. 


Lindsey said the notice came in 


a letter dated April 17 from Peter 
E. Holmes, director of the Office 
of Civil Rights of HEW. The 
superintendent said HEW con- 
tends that CISD is not in com- 
pliance with Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 which deals 
with school desegregation. 


"After they study our program 


and we have an administrative 
hearing, they could hold up our 
federal funds—and probably 
would—if we are not in com- 
pliance," Lindsey 
commented. 


Tne letter says "Based on a 


careful analysis of all available 
information, I have no alter- 
native but to conclude that your 
present desegregation plan is not 
adequate and is not working 
effectively to accomplish 
the 


elimination of the vestiges of 
your dual school system. As 
efforts by the staff of this office to 
secure your compliance with the 
requirements of Title VI and the 
regulating by voluntary means 
have not been successful, I am 
referring this matter to the office 
of the General Counsel of this 
department with a request that 
administrative 
enforcement 


proceedings be initiated."

Nixon Campaigners Rigged tv Poll 
On Mining of Haiphong Harbor? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pow- 


ell Moore, a former public in- 
formation spokesman for the 
Nixon campaign, appeared in 
the offices of federal prose- 
cutors today as the Watergate 
grand jury reconvened. 


Moore refused to comment on 


a report published today by col- 
umnist Jack Anderson, saying 
Moore and Watergate con- 
spirator G. Gordon Liddy ap- 
proached Atty. Gen. Richard 
Kleindienst the day after Lid- 
dy's wiretapping crew was ar- 
rested. 


Moore said he hadn't known 


of the bugging scheme in ad- 
vance. 
Anderson 
quoted 


anonymous surces as saying 
that Liddy, who was later con- 
victed as the alleged master- 
mind of the Watergate oper- 
ation, contacted Kleindienst on 
orders of campaign deputy Jeb 
S. Magruder. When Liddy lo- 
cated Kleindienst at a golf 
course, Moore asked to go 
along, Andersen said. 


Then the three men—Liddy, 


Kleindienst and Moore—report- 
edly went into a back room, 
where Liddy told Kleindienst 
that one of the five men ar- 
rested inside Democratic of- 
fices early that morning was 
Nixon's 
campaign 
security 


chief. 


Anderson said 
Kleindienst 


then telephoned Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Henry 
Petersen, who 


heads the criminal 
division, 


and told him: "Henry, I want 
to be sure that these people are 
treated as any other person 
would be treated who is ar- 
rested under those circum- 
stances."

men wouldn't comment on An- 
derson's story today. Liddy

Waiting is the "name of the 


game" for Corsicana, both the 
city government 
and the 


Chamber of Commerce, as to 
whether Amtrak passenger 
service scheduled to begin June 
10 between Dallas and Houston 
over the Southern Pacific 
tracks really will start. 


A hitch came to light early in 


April, resulting in a meeting in 
Dallas to discuss problems after 
Amtrak requested a seven hour 
and ten minute schedule bet- 
ween Dallas and Houston and 
the SP reportedly turned it 
down. The SP offered a longer 
schedule, claiming extensive 
track repairs are needed. 


The next day directors of the 


Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce "went on record" urging 
the railroad to expedite its 
negotiations and cooperate in 
providing a competitive time 
schedule.

hearing would help clear up the 
definition of exactly what is a 
"racially balanced" school. He 
said it appears that Lincoln 
Elementary School is the facility 
with a minority racial com- 
position not in compliance with 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964, but 
nobody has come forth and 
provided a percentage figure on 
enrollment showing what would 
place the school within com- 
pliance.

AVALON—The 
wife 
and 


eight-year-old daughter of the 
superintendent of the Avalon 
school district drowned in the 
swirling water of rain-swollen 
Chambers Creek Tuesday. 


The bodies of Mrs. James 


(Phyllis) Worsham, 35, and 
Karen 
Worsham, 8, were 


recovered from the muddy 
water several hours after they 
went down at about 4:30 p.m. 


Mrs. 
Worsham 
and 
an 


unidentified woman were ap- 
parently letting their children 
wade in the creek where it had 
flooded F.M. 55 between Avalon 
and Blooming Grove. 


"She (Karen) apparently 


slipped and fell down and over 
she went , with the current 
taking her away," Ellis County 
Sheriff Wayne McCollum said. 


Mrs. Worsham and her son, 


Russell, 11, went in after the 
girl. The boy was able to get out 
but the mother, attempting to 
tow the child back to the bank, 
was pulled under by the 
current. "Apparently she got to 
a clump of trees" about 75 yards 
downstream, McCollum said. 
"She was a real good swimmer, 
but I guess it was more than she 
could handle." 


The other woman rushed back 


to Avalon, two miles away, and 
notified James Worsham at the 
school. In a desperate attempt 
to save his wife and child, 
Worsham drove to the creek 
and apparently lost control of 
his car when he hit a flooded 
section of the road about 50 
yards from where the children 
had been wading. The car was 
found partially off the road in 
water up to the windshield, 
McCollum said. 


"He went in (the creek) and 


stayed in there for a long time 
trying to find them before they 
were able to get him to come 
out," the Sheriff said. 


Boyd Thornton of the Boze- 


Mitchell rescue unit from 
Waxahachie located both bodies 
in tall grass about 20 yards from 
the shore. Mrs. Worsham's 
body was found at 6:30 p.m. and 
the child's at 7:25 p.m. Justice 
of the Peace Herschel Smith 
ruled accidental drowning. 


McCollum said he received 


the report at 4:45 p.m. and was 
one of the first official units to 
arrive. Navarro County Sheriff 
Jerry Shelton and Chief Deputy 
Harold Pitts attempted to ap- 
proach 
the 
scene 
of 
the 


drowning from the south on 
F.M. 55 but were stopped by 
flooding on Hill Creek. They had 
to wait until a boat arrived to 
take them across Hill Creek. 


Rescue units continued to 


arrive at the scene until 7:30 
p.m. just after the second body 
was found. Local residents 
owning boats helped in the 
search while others brought 
horses to ride along the banks of 
the creek. 


Thornton said six boats, in- 


cluding one from the Navarro 
County Sheriff's department, 
helped drag the creek in search 
of the bodies. 


The bodies were taken to 


Boze-Mitchell Funeral Home in 
Waxahachie.

Our own 
experience must have convinced 
us that it was only when we had 
woven these qualities into our 
pattern of living that we were 
released from our man-made 
hell. And we should be convinced 
that as soon as we try to live 
without them, we invariably 
condemn ourselves to the same 
torment we once escaped. 


Easter Sunday is the day on 


which the Christian world ob- 
serves the anniversary of the 
only occasiion when death met 
defeat; the climactic chapter to 
the story of Redemption. 


For every one this day should 


have a deep significance. We 
were granted a special kind of 
redemption from slavery, and a 
special kind of resurrection to a 
joyful way of life. This is not the 
day when we can dismiss the 
restrictions we placed upon 
ourselves 
in 
voluntary 


resolutions. It is a day to reaffirm 
ourselves in the ways of security 
and hope, and bow our rebel wills 
in humble gratitude. 


If we pause in proper reflec- 


tion, Easter will have real 
moaning for us, and we will share 
in the triumph of 1973 years ago 
when death met its sole degeat.

D.C., attorney Jerry Luck made 
a brief tour of Corsicana 
Tuesday morning during the 
thunderstorm. 


Lindsey said Luck arrived 


here at 10:15 a.m.in a car with 
Lacy Johnson who works with 
the Civil Rights Office of the

regional office in Dallas. The 
tour was very brief and the men 
left at 11:30 a.m., Lindsey said. 


The superintendent said the 


men came only to observe the 
housing patterns and "physical 
barriers" (such as railroad 
crossings, etc.) in relation to 
location of the schools. Lindsey 
said Luck did not want to take 
time to talk to members of the 
board of trustees or to the 
principals of 
the various 


schools; he just wanted to 
"observe physical outlays." 


"He looked at Houston, 


Travis and Lincoln schools," 
Lindsey said. When asked, he 
replied that Luck did not ask to 
see Bowie School with a student 
enrollment of 290 which in- 
cludes one black student in 
regular classes and three in 
special education classes.

Lindsey said he asked Luck to

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What a Dish!

The five distinct schools of 


Chinese cooking — Canton, 
Fukien, Shantung, Szechwan 
and Hunan — have a unify- 
ing principle. In all Chinese 
cooking a harmonious mix- 
ture is the goal. This means 
a perfect balance of sweet 
a n d s o u r , s m o o t h a n d 
crunchy, hot and cold, salty 
and bland. 


To the Chinese, food prep- 


aration is a highly developed 
art in which aroma, visual 
appeal and good taste play 
equal roles. Although Ameri- 
cans adapt Chinese recipes 
to suit our own palates anrl 
are guided by what ingredi- 
ents are available, the goal 
is similar. H u n a n P o r k 
Chops, for example, get the 
sweet and sour treatment, 
indigenous to the H u n a n 
school. 


HUNAN PORK 


1 egg, slightly beaten 
¥2 cup cornstarch 
l/4 cup unsifted flour 
% teaspoon salt 


2% cups chicken broth or 


bouillon 


6 pork chops, about 1-inch 


thick, trimmed of fat 


1 pound carrots, peeled 


and cut into thin 3-inch 
long strips 
J/2 cup sugar 
¥2 cup red wine vinegar 
'/i cup sweet pickle liquid 
2 teaspoons soy sauce 
¥2 cup water 
1 bunch scallions, cut into 


2-inch pieces (about 
l¥u cups)

4 cups hot cooked rice 
Prepare batter for chops 


by blending together egg, ¥4 
cup cornstarch, flour, salt, 
and ¥4 cup chicken broth. 
Heat oil in large skillet. Dip 
pork chops into batter.

Ar- 
range pork chops on bed of 
rice and pour some of sauce 
over chops.

NOVA IGUACU, Brazil ( A P ) 


This suburb of Kio cle Ja- 


neiro is fast tfainintf a reputa- 
tion as one of the 'toughest 
towns in South America. 


Stories of crime and violence 


in Nova Iguacu appear almost 
daily in newspapers throughout 
Brazil. 


Some recent highlights: 
-Two armed men tried to 


hold up the fare collector on a 
city bus. Eighteen of the 20 
passengers pulled out guns, 
shot one of the robbers dead 
and wounded the other. 


A truck driver called for 


help after a daylight stickup. 


Passersby converged on the 
fleeing gunman and beat him to 
death.

—A local resident strangled a 


prostitute he had been living 
vith and stuffed her body into 
a septic tank, following an ar- 
gument. A jury acquitted him, 
on grounds he was "defending 


his honor." 


—The Nova Iguacu "death 


squad," a vigilante group said 
to be made up of off-duty po- 
licemen, killed 250 local under- 
world figures in a single year 
in an attempt to "clean up" the 
town. 


—A delivery mar. was held 


up at gunpoint by a man riding 
a horse. 


"Nova Iguacu has been the 


victim of a campaign of sen- 
sationalism," says Police Chief 
Luiz Gonzaga. "Of course we 
have crime. But our rate is 
lower than that of Rio or New 
York." 


He did not, however, have the 


rate figure for Nova Iguacu. 


A notice outside the chief's 


door asks civic-minded citizens 
to blow the whistle on "dis- 
orderly persons, bums, drug 
addicts, people walking around 
armed, robbers wanted by the 
authorities, 
numbers 
racket 


headquarters and bordellos." 


Located 15 miles from down- 


town Rio, Nova Iguacu grew in 


population from 33,000 in 1920 


to 146,000 in 1950 to 750,000 to- 
day. People from all over Bra- 
zil streamed into the city to 
find work in the prosperous Rio 


area. Public services could not 
keep pace with the uncontrolled 
and unexpected growth. 


As a result, Nova Iguacu to- 


day lacks paved streets, piped- 
in drinking water, telephones, 
schools, hospitals and police 
protection.

Passengers Pay Taxes to Relocate Noise-ridden Citizens around French Airport 


KOISSY, France (AP) - The 


French are building Europe's 
largest airport in this flatlands 
of beet fields and peaceful vil- 
lages near Paris. If you pass 
through 
on 
vacation, 
you'll 


have to pay a tax to protect the 
villagers from jet roar. 


A I'.ovcrnment decree, said by 


officials to be the first for a 
major airport anywhere in the 
world, provides for the tax on 
every departing passenger to 
help pay for relocating people 
who don't want to live near the 
airport or for soundproofing the 
homes of those who want to 
stay. 


The government imposed the 


tax because of pressure from 
groups in the Roissy area and 
in Villeneuve le Roi, a town at 
the end of the main runway at 
Orly Airport south of Paris. 


Villeneuve residents 
have 


Deen living under the roar for a 
dozen years, with a jet taking 


off or landing at Orley every 90 
seconds at peak periods. 


"We don't want to end up like 


the poor people at Villeneuve," 
says. Pierre Bories, a 43-year- 
old lawyer who heads a com- 
munity 
organization in 
the 


Roissy area 17 miles north of 
Paris. 


He estimates a quarter of a 


million people in 45 towns and 
villages around Roissy will suf- 
fer "noise nuisance" when the 
airport takes over from Orly as 
France's chief gateway. 


Some villages such as Le 


Mesnil Amelot date from the 
15th century. Its 560 inhabitants 


will be less than a mile from 
the end of a runway, and the 
village may have to be aban- 
doned. 


The 
Rossy 
airport 
is 
a 


sprawling complex one-third 
the area of the city of Paris 
and much larger than Kennedy 
International Airport in New- 


York. It has 
futuristic 
ar- 


chitecture and by 1985 will be 
able to handle 60 million 
passengers a year, 
a year. 


The $355-million first stage 


going into operation next spring 
will handle 10 million passen- 
gers a year by 1977, officials 


predict, with a plane landing or 
taking off on an average of ev- 
ery three minutes around the 
clock.

Corsicana firemen finally 


extinguished all pockets of fire 
Thursday morning at the old 
Paymaster Cotton Oil Mill, East 
Seventh Avenue at South 
Seventh Street, which had been 
fought off and on since shortly 
before noon Wednesday. 


The old mill, abandoned for 


several years, is in the process 
of being torn down. 


Fire Chief Charlie Tieman 


said the fire was believed to 
have started from a cutting 
torch being used by demolition 
workmen on the roof which 
caused a fire originally in the 
"dog house,11 a room-like en- 
closure over the old conveyor 
belt system. Pockets of fire 
spread downward into storage 
bins caked with cottonseed 
meal and hulls. 


Firemen had to bring the 65- 


foot aerial ladder truck in play 
to carry hose to the upper 
reaches to spray water into the 
fire and climb beams. 


Chief Tieman said the fires 


didn't cause a lot of damage as 
the old building was being torn 
down. He said it was hard to 
fight since the areas of fire in 
the storage bins were hard to 
reach and it was difficult to 
saturate the caked meal on the 
bins. 


Firemen answered the first 


alarm at 11:42 a.m. and worked 
about two hours, and then had to 
make call-back runs at 5:31 and 


9:50 p.m. Wednesday and a final 
run at 7:14 a.m. today. 


A grease fire at the Robert 


Bush residence, 2315 W. Park 
Ave. had been extinguished by 
Bush using baking soda when 
firemen arrived on the scene at 
8:14 p.m. Wednesday. Fire 
Commander B.C. Clay said the 
blaze from the grease scorched 
cabinet around the ventahood 
over the electric range.

Sheriff Jerry Shelton and 


others with a boat were en route 
at 11 a.m.

There are some rule changes 


affecting children in the new 
Social Security Law. A major 
change is that a child who is 
getting checks may continue to 
receive checks even though he is 
adopted by someone not related 
to him. 
Previously, a child's 


check stopped if he was adopted 
by someone other than his uncle, 
aunt, grandparent or stepparent. 
Now, 
an entitled child gets 


checks even if he is adopted by 
complete strangers and even if 
his name is changed. 
This ex- 


planation comes 
from Daivd 


Helmer, Branch Manager for 
social security in Corsicana. 


Another rule allows a child to 


get payments on the work record 
of his grandparent, if both his 
natural parents are dead or 
disabled and he is Iving with and 
supported by the grandparent at 
the time the grandparent dies, 
retires, or becomes disabled. 


The Congress added this rule to 
take care of children who would 
look to grandparents for support. 
This rule is effective January 
1973. A new application on behalf 
of the child must be made at the 
social security office. 


A third change affects students 


who are in school or college and 
reach age 22 before finishing 
school. 
The new law allows 


checks to be continued to the end 
of the school term after at- 
tainment of age 22. If the school 
is on a semester or quarter 
system, checks continue to the 
end of the semester or quarter. If 
the school is not on such a 
system, checks continue through 
the 2nd month after the birthday. 
This rule is effective in January 
and 
applies 
only 
to 
un- 


dergraduate work. If the student 
already has a bachelor's deeree 
from a college or university, his 
checks stop at age 22 as before. 
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
